In the Fire 


All this illustrates the sad sit- 
uation in which the President, 
who is a sensible man of great 
experience_in war, finds himself 
with regard to his own party. 

The Republicans are split into 
two groups. One of them _ re- 
gards Chiang Kai-shek as one 
of the modern saints, and as a 
great leader who, even though 
he had contro! of China and lost 
it, would not have lost it had we 
not failed to-send him a_ few 
million troops and aircraft by 
the thousands. They are ob- 
sessed with the idea that we 
must enable Chiang to retake 
China, which is, of course, one 
of those consummations devout- 
ly to be wished. Any time the 
President crosses them the fat 
-is in the fire. 

But, the President, when he 
looks at Formosa and Chiang 
and at the reports therefrom, 
sees that the Nationalist leader 
has roughly 20 small, poorly 
equipped divisions and that his 
air force is obsolete, with no jets 
save a few lately arrived and 
now being put to the necessary 
use of pilot training. The navy 
consists of about 200 small craft 
and a few old gunboats and de- 
stroyers. 

So, the President knows that 
while Chiang’s divisions would 
be helpful in a fight, they are 
not enough to retake vast China 
unless the United States throws 
behind them a war effort even 
greater than that needed to 
cross the channel] and land on 
the Normandy beaches.

And yet, when in a ‘‘not-to-be- 
attributed”’ talk a ‘‘high author- 
ity’ goes realistically into the 
problem, the China lobby which 
wants us to go to war with a 
hundred divisions or so of our 
own to back Chiang’s 20 in an 
invasion of China throws what is 
known as a conniption fit and 
cries ‘‘another Munich.” 

Formosa, by a solemn agree- 


ment of the United States and 


Great Britain made at the Cairo 
conference, ‘‘belongs to China.” 
At the time it was ‘made China 
belonged to Chiang. But he was 
driven out.

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Slum Clearance 
Gets Attention 


In a report made recently to the 
Central Atlanta Improvement Associa- 
tion, John O, Chiles, president of the 


association, said: “We are... interested. 


in removing beggars from our streets, 
but the downtown has a much greater 
interest in clearing the adjacent slums 
where the beggars live.” 

Mr. Chiles was thus pointing to a 
basic reason for slum clearance and 
slum rehabilitation. 

We can reduce poverty, not by hand- 
ing out alms, but by striking at the 
causes of poverty. Likewise, we can 
control crime, not by arresting and im- 
prisoning the offenders, but by destroy- 
ing the breeding places of crime. We 
make progress in the battle for health 
and for culture when we raze inade- 
quate housing and provide quarters 
that are healthful and conducive to bet- 
ter living. 

Because we so believe, we are en- 


couraged at the renewed interest in At-- 


lanta’s slum clearance program. The 
Atlanta Real Estate Board has called 
on the city to go into the McDaniel St. 
area and enforce its slum clearance 
ordinances. ~ 

The city’s slum clearance chairman, 
Councilman John*White, has countered 
with the proposal that private capital 
redevelop the city’s slums. A third 
course would be public redevelopment. 

Regardless of the approach, the ob- 
jective is clear. The job must be done. 
Blighted, worn-out fringe areas, slums 
if you please, are a liability to our com- 
munity. They are areas of infection. 
Unless they are treated, the cancer 
spreads. In some cases, renovation and 
repair will clear up the infection. In 
the worst sections, only complete re- 
moval will cure the blight. 

It is cheering to see our public offi- 
cials and our business leaders keenly 
aware that the problem is acute and 
actively engaged in seeking a solution.

Bricker Amendment 
Weakens Presidency 


Leaders of the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration continue to exhibit proof they 
are learning the facts of life concerning 
governmental responsibility. They are 
finding it increasingly difficult, how- 
ever, to match campaign promises to 
actual realities. : 

Latest case in point is the succes- 
sion of administration spokesmen ap- 
pearing in opposition to the Bricker 
amendment that would limit the treaty- 
making authority of the executive 
branch. After open support of this or 
similar legislation, John Foster Dulles 
was the first to admit the error of his 
campaign talk. 

This has now been followed by an 
outright warning by Attorney General 
Brownell that the amendment would 
upset the balance of powers established 
by the Constitution. Pointing out that 
he sees no reason for strengthening 
present congressional power at the ex- 
pense of the executive, Brownell said: 
- “The constitutional checks and bal- 
ances of two-thirds of the Senate on 
the President in treaty-making, of the 
Congress on both in erasing undesired 
_ domestic effects, and of the courts on 
all in judging the constitutionality of 
the results, constitute as strong a legal 
guarantee against unbridled exercise 
of the treaty power as the ingenuity of 
man has devised in any effectively 
working political system.” 

In other words, the Bricker amend- 
ment would weaken the executive in 
our system of checks and balances while 
giving added strength to Congress. It 
is significant that the amendment had 
its origin with the isolationist Midwest 
fringe in Congress who, unable to win 
the presidency, now seek to weaken it.

There’s a Human Side 
To Forming a Budget 


Citizens who look at budgets as 
rows of unintelligible figures and those 
who sneer at them suspiciously as poli- 
ticians’ folly and waste of taxpayers’ 
funds: have no real understanding of 
what they represent. 
volve merely adding machines and bal- 
arices, but are an expression of the needs 
and demands of the people. 

This human side of the budget came 
in for some intelligent discussion this 
week at the Municipal Management In- 
stitute at the University. of Georgia. 
They peered through the figures and 
_ saw people behind them. Prof. M. 
Clyde Hughes of the university’s politi- 
cal science faculty expressed it thus: 

“A budget represents first of all a 
service program for the people,” he 
said. “A capital expansion means not 
a budgetary ‘surplus’ but rather an ex- 
panded program of services.” —

guide for the service program “so that 
we won't forget the direction in which 
we are going: Budgeting is a way of 
looking to the future so that we won't 
be caught in an emergency.” 

The budget then, in its final analy- 
sis, is an expression of the people’s will.

Pattern for Defense 


The difficulties of maintaining secu- 
rity over military information was 
never better illustrated than in the 
recent atomic bomb tests in Nevada. 
The Atomic Energy Commission, over 
the opposition of Pentagon -tegulars, 


released information that the. military : 


believes is of definite valué to Russia. 

The AEC told the world, including 
Russia, that troops and observers were 
successfully placed two miles from a 
15-kiloton bomb at Yucca Flats and 
that shortly thereafter a small group 
of officers went to within a mile or a 
mile and a half of a similar blast. 

Of course, the AEC released the in- 
formation for America’s civil defense 
program in case we come under atomic 
attack. However, we also gave the 
Russians information about how to de- 
fend themselves against the atomic can- 


non—should we have to use it in Korea 


or elsewhere. We have given them a 
blueprint also for their own civilian de- 
fense measures against atomic weapons. 

In the controversy over the ammu- 
nition shortage, we have given the Reds 
a pretty good idea of our weaknesses. 
We have supplied them with enough 
evidence that they may deduce not only 
our production but our capacities.

This is primarily because a president is 
the symbol of his party, and this symbol 
must always be held high at the head of 
the procession for the sake of party morale 
and party discipline. You can’t begin that 
too early. 

But there is more to the Taft pronounce- 
ment about 1956 than the routine perform- 
ance. He did not add that more, as it would 
not have been either politic or wise, but it 
certainly is in- the Senate administration 
leader’s mind. 


It has to do with the suspicion, often ex- 
pressed around here privately, that Gover- 
flor Dewey of ‘New Yowk, though twice de- 
feated for the presidency, is looking toward 
1956 on the theory that President Eisen- 
hower may find one term all that he wants 
or, for some other reason, may be out of 
the running four years from now. 

“Dewey in '56”’ is a distinctly unpalat- 
able thought for Senator Taft, and he will 
do all he can to prevent such happening. 
He does not forget that Governor Dewey 
beat him out of the nomination in 1948 and 
was one of the chief architects of the Eisen- 
hower nomination last July which simulta- 
neously brought his own defeat for the prize 
in his third try for it. 

Senator Taft’s unspoken challenge to the 
Dewey forces was timely, whether by de- 
sign or not, coming just before the New 
York governor’s visit here for the Gridiron 
dinner. 


Senator Taft’s own forecast was formal 
notice that the struggle for contro] of the 
Republican Party continues, which every- 
body knew already. Governor Dewey rec- 
ognized that clearly.. It is the same. old 
contest between the Eastern ‘wing of: the 
party, with its Pacific Coast annex, and the 
Midwest wing of which Senator Taft is the 
leader.

‘Penalty Mail’ Is Called 


Root of Postal Troubles 


Atlanta—All this talk about the local 
postal service generally has not struck at 
the root of the trouble yet. Postal rates 
are plenty high, in some cases too high, 
and employees are all paid fair salaries; 
if not they can get other jobs. But the 
trouble lies in the free ‘‘penalty mail’’ that 
is handled for all government agencies and 
members of Congress at Washington. 

The general public has no idea of the 
free mail that goes out from the mailing 
division of the Atlanta office alone. Go to 
the mailing room about 5 or 6 o’clock in the 
afternoon at the Federal Annex and see this 
free mail, all handled as first-class mail. 
Great big envelopes, even packages, 
first class, go right along with the same 
service and speed of mail that business peo- 
ple pay 3 cents an ounce for and in some 
cases it is even given preference. 

A check should be made in various of- 
fices for a period of time and every depart- 
ment of the government should be assessed 
and compelled to pay an annual fee or 
charge for its mail service. The mail serv- 
ice is the main source by which many busi- 
nesses make their incomes so they can pay 
income taxes; so why make.them subsidize 
government agencies that contribute little 
or nothing to real business? 

Those who know must admit the postal 
service is not what it should be for a coun- 
try of our wealth; it should be improved, 
especially when we send billions of dollars 
abroad that may never do anything but 
make a lot of jealous enemies in other lands 
not as fortunate as ours.

The Masters Tournament is seldom employed by the stranger 
as a vehicle for new fame. The winners customarily are the 
standard performers, though Herman Keiser slipped in a complete 
surprise in '46. Claude Harmon was a long shot in ’48, but he 
didn’t win on a pass. His 279 is still tied for the 72-hole record. 

Last year, Tommy Bolt made advances at the title but he was 
faded fast and rolled out of the picture in the final round. His 
application for recognition has since been honored, but there’s a 
general inclination to make more of his temperamental bombs 
than his game. 

A tall, slope-shouldered chap from Herkimer, N. Y., is 
engaged in a flirtation with the Masters this season. The name 
is Milon Marusic, who will be faintly remembered in Savan- 
nah. He led the field into the final round of the Savannah 
Open two years ago, but Willie Goggin moved him out and 
won the money. 

Marusic’s 32 on the front side was the low nine Thursday, 
and he came home with a 70, but no gallery at all. He and Jerry 
Barber, the smallest pro in the league, went out in absolute 
privacy Friday afternoon. He started shakily, overshot the first 
green, scowled fiercely lining up his return while a gallery at the 
adjacent eighth green cheered fci Cary Middlecoff and Lew 
Worsham.

Marusic is Herkimer-grown. He played out of an Albany, 
N. Y., club when he came to Savannah. He has no affiliation now.
